Harvell served in the army during the 


World war and then resumed his studies 
at college. He graduated in the class of 
1921 and accepted the position of coacin 
of all athletic activities at P. A. although he

In the early days of September a few 
boys, very few in fact, met at the P. A. 
field and started the football season far in 
advance of the other schools. What boy 
will forget the “duck-walk’, the “camel 
walk,” and the short sprints at the end of 
the session.

Capt. Tom Stewart, quarterback is our 
fastest man, a hard line smasher and a 
swift runner around the ends. He has a 
wicked stiff arm and plenty of knee action. 
Tom throws wicked forwards and his tack- 
les are hard and well under. 

Halfback Morin is our line smasher and 
a sweet one at that, he picks his holes in a 
truly wonderful fashion and throws passes 
which go for long gains. Morin’s tackles 
are of the hardest kind. 

Halfback Reynolds, our punter Al, and 
end runner. When Reynolds’ tackles a 
man he knocks him cold or jars the ground 
with him. 

Bartlett, our full-back knocks the other 
line for a goal and when he hits he piles 
them up about 5 deep and keeps on digging, 
Bartlett tackles low and hard and brings 
the man down with a thud. 

Bloomfield, our light fast centre is there 
with the goods. His play is steady at ail 
times, and his passes are steady and to 
date no other centre has put him off his 
pass. At Portsmouth not even O'Leary the 
all scholastic centre for New Hampshire 
could put “Red” off his passes. On the 
defense “Red” is a stonewall and often he
